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DEFENCE PROBLEMS 
July 25, 

In the fow weeks which have 
elapsed since he accepted the ap- 
pointment, Sir ‘Thomas Tnskip, 
Minister for the Co-ordination. of| 
Defence, has justified the ereation| 
ff the position and the wisdom of 
the British Government's choice. 
‘The fact that in the House of Com- 
mons he was able to use so short a 
period as eight weeks to measure 
the progress of the Government's 
plans for improving supplies neces 
sary for national defence is sufl- 
cient in itself to illustrate the 
corrective to defence deficiencies 
made available by the creation of 
the new post. Since the Great War, 
and in a greater degree within the 
last two or three years, the problem 
of national defence has undergone 
1a great transformation, and nobody 
‘who could frame plans and prin 
ciples to stand the test of actual 
‘wartime experience 20 years. ago| 
could be expected to envisage in all 
its implications the situation as it 
exists to-day, The Great War 
taught one important. lesson: 
national resources and. a. country's 
{industrial capacity are as important} 
factors in conducting a war as are 
the eMiciency and ability of its ight- 
ing forces, “As a matter of fact, one 
is an auxiliary of the other, Tn the 
last war there was a great pooling| 
of Allied resources and_an almost 
unlimited souree of supply in 
American factories. New. diplo- 
matie alignments have since oc 
curred which have added emphasis 
to the importance of self-sufficiency 
and self-dependenee in an emergency. 
even to a country like Great Britain 
whieh, possessing sufficiency of pro- 
Auctive ability, has to rely on cther| 
countries for materials. 

Tn the task Sir Thomas has to 
perform—that of co-ordinating the 
forces of the Crown with industrial 
resources and capacity in a general 
scheme of defence—the question of 
supplies ranks as high as the main~ 
tenance of efficient services. British 
manufacturing capacity to meet 
national demands was nurtured and 
developed by Mr, Lloyd George as 
Minister of Munitions when i 
dustrial areas in the country we 
only Just beginning to experience a 
change in combative powers which 
hhave since developed to unusual 
limits. Zeppolin raids and aeroplane 
raids ‘were impressive but not very 
effective. In his spoech in the 
House, Sir ‘Thomas. exposed an 
‘entirely different situation based on 
the rapid development of military 
aviation since the great manufactur 
ing centres were established. His 
reference to a “new and unknown 
factor in a future war" describes 
precisely the danger to which the 
“yehind-the-lines” sources of sup- 
plies are threatened by aerial at- 
ack, When warfare was confined 
to ‘land and sea operations the 
vulnerability of inland bases was 
not a very serious matter. “Historic, 
economie or purely haphazard con- 
siderations largely governed thelr 
establishment. ‘The air weapon has 
‘wrecked all these loose concepls. 
‘With long-distance bombing aero- 
planes. operating from adjacent 
countries, geographic and. strategie 
considerations are paramount for 
there is not a spot in the British 
islands which could not be reached 
within an hour or sq from. the 
Continent and the whole of Britain’s 
industrial structure is at the merey 
ff the, enemy once the line of de~ 
feiice has been penetrated. The 
great dockyard systems and arsenals 
inthe south, the vast chain of 
heavy industries in Shemeld and 
Glasgow, the multiplicity of tight 
Industries at Birmingham and in 
{the Midlands, the coalfields of South 
Yorkshire, South Wales, Durham 
and Northumberland, the textile 
elties of Lancashire, sve all within 
yange of attack and easy targets 
owing to thelr concentrated 
character.

foundation behind them, — was, 
revealed by Sir Thomas in his an- 
Houncement that the filling factory 
‘at Woolwich is to be transferred 10, 
different points in South Wales, 
Lancashire and Scotland, thereby’ 
placing them less within range 
of attack. This is a concrete 
example of the changing basis of 
defence. It does seem alittle 
absurd that the two principal 
‘arsenals, Woolwich and the Small. 
‘Arms Factory at Enfield, should be| 
80 close to London. When Henry 
VII established a dockyard and 
Powder magazine at Woolwich his 
ideas were perfectly sound for he 
had his base close to the capital 
with easy access to the sea. That 
served well for three and half 
centuries but ideas which survived | 
the Tudor wars, through the 
‘Napoleonic wars to the Great War 
‘are inapplicable to modern con-| 
ditions. “Vulnerability leading to| 
Grave danger to supplies is one 
‘aspect. Another: is the danger to 
London with the presence of such 
establishments so near providing’ 
easy targets from the alr. ‘The pos 
sibility of distributing such im- 
Portant establishments. throughout | 
the country, isolating them and re- 
moving them as far as possible from 
the attack is one which commends 
Itself to-proponents of a drastically 
‘changed scheme to render the coun-| 
try if not immune, o at least place 
it on a footing which will minmize| 
losses, A writer in the “Fortnightly 
Review,” drawing attention to the 
aerial menace to industry, goes as: 
far as to urge the wide diversifica- 
tion of all essential industries on 
‘the groutid that, although some may 
be destroyed the effect on national 
broduetion would be slight if they 
fare widely distributed. Another. 
‘argument in favour of this pro- 
osal is that, as labour is rapidly: 
drifting south where the lighter in- 
dustries offer employment, efforts| 
‘should be made to Keep it in the| 
north not only in the interests of 
national production but also to im- 
rove economic conditions in “dis- 
‘tressed areas," a result which could 
be achieved by transferring some 
of the industrial activities from the 
exposed south. All these are im- 
portant factors of British defence 
‘and the vigorous manner in which| 
the new Minister is approaching his 
task is evidence that the problems 
arising from mew conditions are not 
going unheeded. 








LIQUIDATION 
July 2. 

Reversing the previous decision, 
to confirm General Li Tsung-jen| 
and General Pai Chung-hsi in their 
respective posts in Kwangsi, the, 
Central Government has now issued 
4 mandate which appoints General 
Huang Shao-hsiung, hitherto Gov-| 
emor of Chekiang to succeed! 
General Li Tsung-jen as Pacifica- 
tion Commissioner for Kwangsi and| 
General Pai Chung-shi to be Gov- 
emor of Chekiang, General Li 
‘Tsung-jen being made a member of} 
the standing committee of the re-| 
cently formed National Defence, 
Committee. General Huang Shao-| 
hsiung has proceeded to Kuling to} 
confer with General Chiang Kai- 
shek. ‘The new orders remove from 
‘Kwangsi the two leaders who have 
been responsible for the admini- 
‘stration of that province since 1932} 
and, according to authoritative re- 
ports, have been successful, in pro- 
‘ducing high standards of eMiciency 
in developing road building, educa 
tion and agricultural research. The 
new head of the Kwangsi Govern- 
ment is no stranger to that prov-| 
ince for he was born in Yungsien, 
in 1895 and has been successively, 
‘Commissioner of Civil Affairs, anc 
Chairman of the Provincial Govern-| 
ment from 1927 to 1931. He will 
have as his deputy the present| 
Chief of Staff in Kwangsi, General 
Li Pin-hsien who, like General 
Huang and General Pai, is a 
graduate of Paoting Military] 
Academy. The reason for these 
Proposed changes in Kwangsi is not 
hard to divine. The two Kwangsi 
Generals have been the leaders of 
@ revolt against the Central Gov-| 
ernment. ‘The adventure failed. 
‘The Inabjlity of Kwangtung to give 
it support was eventually disclosed 
in dramatic fashion. The Central] 
Government is now giving its at-| 
tention to the rehabilit of 
/<wangtung’s administration on lines 
which are intended to ensure pro- 




















er co-ordination and co-operation 


between Canton and Nanking. It 
naturally follows that a change of 
personalities in Kwangsi is desired. 

‘The question is whether the two 
oMiccrs concerned with be prepared| 
to acquiesce in the destiny pro- 
posed for them. General Pai 
‘Chung-hsi may not be attracted by 
‘Chekiang and General Li Tsung- 
jen’s new appointment will be dls- 
charged by residence in Nanking, 
an obligation which he may con- 
sider to be embarrassing. The re- 
ports of further movements of 
‘Kwangs! troops into Hunan are ap-| 
parently regarded in Nanking with| 
equanimity. If accurate they are 
‘considered to indicate nothing more 
than an attempt to safeguard the 
Positions of the two racaleitrants. 
It may be recalled that their read- 
iness to accept the new designations 
recently given in confirming them| 
in thelr respective posts in Kwangsi 
was conveyed by General Li Ping- 
hsien when he recently went to 
Nanking to discuss the crisis in 
‘Kwangsi with the Central Govern- 
ment, Now this new change has 
been made, eliminating them altoge- 
ther from’ Kwangsi, their attitude 
may be modified. Yet it is dimicult 
to sce what they can do, The con- 
solidation of General Yu Han-mo's| 
position in Kwangtung has been 
proceeding apace. Kwangsi, as 
General Li Ping-hsien t6ld’ the| 
Central Government last week, is| 
dependent on the goodwill ’ of| 
‘Kwangtung and in that light it is 
possible that the new régime in 
Kwangtung may favour a suitable 
Adjustment in the direction of 
| Kwangsi’s affairs. It is significant 
jthat General Li Ping-hsien who| 
has been spokesman for Kwangsi 
‘at Nanking should be appointed 
deputy to the proposed new head 
of the Kwangsi province. It adds 
Point to the belief that no serious 
‘opposition to the Central Govern- 
‘ment proposals will be raised, even 
{if the two Kwangsi warlords do not 
find it possible to accept the new, 
Posts offered to them. 

‘The rapid liquidation of what at 
‘one time seemed to be a menacing 
separatist movement in the south 
adds to the authority of the Central 
Government. If it continues 
smoothly so that the new nominees 
effectively assume office in Kwangsi, 
the Government at Nanking will 
actually control a far greater area 
than has been at the disposal of 
‘any administration since the Re- 
volution, even if due allowance be 
made for the loss of Manchuria 
‘and Jehol and the encroachment of| 
outside authority in the North of 
the Yellow River. General Chiang 
Kai-shek owes a good deal of this 
‘Success to the reputation which he| 
has established for moderation in 
{the treatment of defeated opponents, 
It is to be hoped that recognizing 
this aspect of his policy, the two 
Kwangsi generals will ' seriously 
consider the possibility of continu- 
ing their active co-operation with 
the Government. They then will 
be able to share the eredit for com- 
monsense and tolerance which are 
‘qualities likely to achieve success 
in smoothing out the asperities of 
present political discord. No-one 
who knows the history of the 
relations of the two leaders with 
their former colleagues of the 
‘Kuomintang will deny that such 
‘action demands disregard of what in 
former times would have been 
described as the axiomatic prin- 
ciples of Chinese dissension. 
General Chiang Kai-shek may be 
‘able to engender confidence in his 
‘own readiness to let bygones be 
‘bygones and so to evoke a reciprocal 
sinking of personal differences for 
the good of the country as a whole. 
‘That feat would be crowned by the: 
Jannouncement that the two Generals 
had seen their way—possibly with 
certain reservations and certain 
1 ‘ovisos—to take up their new ap- 
ointments in Nanking and Hang-| 
‘chow respectively. As things are| 
they probably do not contemplate 
armed resistance and if they fecl it 
‘still impossible to co-operate with| 
‘the Central Government, they may 
‘compromise by following in the 
footsteps of General Chen Chi-tang.

He could not therefore be unaware 
of the fact that the Panchen Lama's 
spiritual functions outweigh the 
‘modest temporal authority accruing 
to him from the charge of three 
districts under the overlordship of 
the Dalai Lama who is the em- 
bodiment of the temporal power 
of the Central Government  of| 
Tibet. ‘The conclusion that the

FACTORY WELFARE 

July 24, 
Attention to the provision of 
healthy conditions for workers in 
Shanghal’s factories is being use~ 

fully ‘stimulated. To the “Chit 
Quarterly” for the summer of 195 
Mr. Jobn S. Barr contributes a 
thoughtful article based on the 
Gear and Read Reports on the 
printing and chromium plating 
‘trades respectively and pertinently 
remarks that “every citizen of this 
area is responsible for an attempt 
to better the lives of these workers.” 
In devising means for enforcing its 
Factory Law the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment has a complicated task. The 
complexity is illustrated by the fact 
that the International Settlement 
of Shanghai has probably the 
largest factory population of any: 
‘single administration in the whole 
‘of China. ‘The efforts of the Shang- 
hai Municipal Couneil and the City 
‘Government to remove the political 
difficulties from the path of reform 
have been admirable and brought 
almost to complete success. The | 
Consular Body has intimated its 
approval of the draft agreement 
emerging from negotiations be- 
{tween the two municipal authorities, 
subject to one reservation. The 
Consuls have expressed their in- 
ability to make their approval 
operative unless the agreement 
‘specifically recognizes the fact that 
‘the Chinese Factory Law can apply 
only to Chinese factories in the 
International Settlement. Where the

agreement to be implicit the

Consuls desired it to be explicit, 
That is the only  difference—ot 
form rather than spirit. From com-| 
‘ment which has appeared elsewhere 
it would seem that this decision 
has been interpreted as an obstruc- 
tive gesture, Nor is there dimidence 
in assuming that the Consuls are 
inspred by a determination to. 
impede factory inspection. The 
baselessness of that view can be: 
readily shown. The Consular Body | 
is composed of the representatives| 
‘of Governments most of whom, in 
their own countries, have for many 
years applied stringent factory con- 
‘rol. Putting the matter on its lowest 
‘grounds these Governments would 
be the last to desire Shanghai 
factories to work free of all restric~ 
tlons and so be able to compete: 
at a distinct advantage with over- 
seas concerns. But on broad 
humanitarian grounds those Gov- 
ernments, with surely very few 
exceptions, must be anxious to see| 
Shanghale in its newly-found in- 
dustrial “activity, taking proper 
‘measures for the regulation and 
control of factories. 

‘The crities who are uriconvinced 
by the argument have a ready 
remedy. The Consular Body, if it 
cherishes the reactionary notions 
ascribed to it, has really delivered 
Itself into the hands of the Shang- 
hai Municipal Council and the City 
Government of Shanghai. Let 
those ‘two authorities immediately 
carry out the verbal amendment 
desired by the Consuls—an amend- 
ment which, on their own showing, 
does not affect the broad principles 
of the agreement or its practical 
operation—and they will automa 
cally assert their right to the full 
endorsement of the agreement | 
without further question by the 
Consular Body. It obviously would 
not be open to the Consuls to make 
any further objection once their 
sole reservation had been met, 
especially as certain Governments 
represented among them have ex- 
pressly given their blessing to the 
efforts of the two municipalities to 
solve political problems attendant 
‘on the conflict of jurisdiction, In- 
jcidentally the Consuls have never 
‘suggested that they are opposed to| 
the application of factory inspection 
to their own nationals. All they 
require is that such inspection 
should be enforced according to law 
—the Chinese Law on factories 
subject to that law and the Couneil’s 
Regulations on_ factories subject 
solely to the Council's authority. 
It will be seen, therefore, that if the 
Consuls have’ machiavellian pro- 
Densities or sinister purposes in 
view, they can be hoist with their: 
own petard by the zealous reform- 
‘ers of the two Municipal authori- 
‘ties with the minimum expenditure 
‘of thought and energy. All that is 
necessary is to incorporate in the 
‘agreement a few words on the lines 
so thoughtfully proposed by the 
hard-hearted Consuls. 

This seems to be preferable— 
especially in these days of high 
temperature—to the exhausting 
Procedure of tearing a passion to 
tatters. The “China Press,” in a 
well-intentioned exposition ‘of this 
subject, has accused the Consuls of 
resorting to “legal niceties to shield 
unconscionable overlords” and asks 
an indignant public to note that in 
the “Settlement, “ “hundreds of 
thousands of Chinese are slaving 
beyond description and belief.” It 
might be suggested that this sort of|

‘Shaw has reached the age of dis- 
cretion perhaps even he will be re- 
luctant to affirm. He reached the 
age of 80 on Sunday and to him 
in his Malvern retreat homage has 
been paid by admirers from all over 
the world. Vigorous in thought 
and physique, Mr. Shaw has some 
of the qualities which his con- 
temporary fellow-dramatist, Sir 
James Barrie, has ascribed to Peter 
Pan. So despite provocation, he 
commands an affection which is 
quaintly firmest among the English 
on whom he has showered his: 
sharpest arrows of wit, satire and. 
reproof. It is time some would. 
think to clothe Mr. Shaw in the: 
trappings of an Enj ‘The| 
works of reference call him an Irish 
dramatist. He was born in Dublin| 
of Irish parents and his uncle who 
gave him most of the little schooling 
‘which he received in the classic was 
the first Home Ruler of the Irish 
Established Church. But at th 
of 20 he migrated to London and. 
London saw his real struggles with 
Poverty and his desperate efforts to 
force himself on the attention of 
publishers. London too saw and. 
gave him those successes which now 
enable Malvern to stage a Festival 
in his honour and created the: 
Shavian school of philosophy. In| 
the process he exercised his talents| 
at the expense of the English and 
even now it is probable that ho| 
does not realize that he embodies| 
the English character in his own 
personality and would be truly| 
disconsolate were he to find hitnself 
permanently settled in any other 
‘community. 








‘on behalf of his native country. It 
is also equally true that Ireland has 
seen little of him since 1876 and, 
amid all the political upheavals 
which have brought the Irish Free 
State into existence, he" has been 
content to fight Ireland's battles on 
ithe English ‘side of St George's 
Channel. London made him a 
cockney without any formal instru- 
ment of naturalization. Although 
he now has his followers in every 
Continent, particularly in the 
United States of America and has 
made a tour of the world in the 
manner of a triumphal progress, the 
“Sage of the Adelphi” connot 
disclaim the significance of that 
affectionate soubriquet.

by English relentlessness. ‘The 
Fabian technique marshalled by 
Sidney and Beatrice Webb, Stewart 


Headlam, and Sydney Olivier in 
whose company the young Shaw 
wrestled with political problems 
could not fail to inculeate that un- 
emotional logic which effectively, 
if paradoxically, distinguished 
English from Irish’ methods, If his 
political postures have frequently 
seemed to attract special publie at 
tention, they have never been the 
essence of Shaw's work. He made 
his way through the burrs and 
thistles of Fleet Street as a crafts 
‘man and as a craftsinan he is hailed 
to-day. He pays tribute to that 
judgment by" characteristically 
claiming the status of a Trade 
Union for the Society of Authors, 
Composers and Playwrights to 
which he belongs. His perfect 
mastery of prose, his ability to turn 
to blank verse and make the 
adventure creditable, his uncanny 
grasp of the mysteries of stagecraft, 
while setting at deflance most of 
its conventions, are the qualities 
which have brought him fame, 
however much he may  seok 
camouflage them with impishness 
famboyance and perversity, It 1s 
thus that he will probably find 
enduring renown in his magnificent 
dramatization of “St. Joan,” his 
brilliantly satirical defence of the 
monarchical system in “The Ap- 
plecart” and his whimsical exposure 
of the battle of the sexes, in “Man 
and Superman,” “You Never Can 
Tell" or “Candida.”

BRITISH WARSHIPS’

‘Twenty Ships Leave Weihaiwei 
from July 24

The officers and men oh board 20 
ships of the China Station are look- 
ing forward eagerly to next Friday.

Fleet take part ina summer erulse 
from Weihalwel, calling at ports along 
the China coast and” engaging in 
manceuvres.

‘accompanied by a further fve sub: 
‘marines with their depot. ship, will 
{take part in the summer cruise which 
‘commences on Friday. 

‘Altogether, 20 ships of the China 
Fleet are to take part in the summer 
cruise, under the | Commander-in- 
chief,’ Vice-Admiral Sir Charles 
Little. The foree will include two 
‘cruisers, one aircraft carrier, five 
destroyers, one sloop, and about ten 
‘submarines with thelr two, parent 
ships, “Among the ports to be visited 
is Tsingtao. ‘The cruiser Dorsetshire 
will visit that port together with 
the destroyers Daring and Diamond 
from July 25 to July 30. The Dorset- 
‘shire will afterwards proceed {0 
‘Manchurian ports, while the Diamond 
will visit Chinwangtao after staying 
in ‘Tsingtao, ‘The aircraft carrier 
‘Hermes and the flotilla-leader Dun-

Sir Charles Little, on board his 
flagship HAMS. Kent, accompanied 
bythe sloop Falmouth, — will’ visit 
Chefoo trom July 24 to July 27, and 
then transfer his flag to the Falmouth 
for a visit up the Pelho. River to 
Tientsin from July 28 to August 3. 
From August “4 to August 7, the 
Falmouth, ‘with the Command 
chiet on board, will visit Chinwang- 
tao, where the Admiral will again 
meet the Kent.

Nanking Journal on Relations

Daily News” in an editorial to-day

“We do hope,” the journal added, 
“that Japan will understand that 
since the peaceful solution of the 
Liang-Kwang uprising, the country 
has become more unifled and the 
JGovernment in a better position to 
carry out its already formulated 
foreign policy.” 

Regret was expressed by the paper 
over the reported issuance of a semi- 
official statement jointly by the 
Japanese foreign aifairs, army and 
navy ministries concerning Tokyo's 
North China policy. 

Such “a statement, the paper 
remarked, not only ‘cannot prove 
Japan's sincerity but also serves to 
fexelte the Chinese people,

Sharpshooters Take Pot Shots 

Village fights are alro a feature of 
these parts. Not having any amuse- 
ments like football and ericket 1 
which to work off their energy, the 
people seem to take to Aghting over 
the ‘most trivial matters. One gat 
which cost several lives arose through, 
‘aman digging a loa of earth from 
‘a field. When a ceu.l has begun be- 
tween two villages, the intervening 
flelds are soon a No-Ktan's land; it is 
impossible to till them, because any- 
‘one on either side ould be shot at. 
‘At night the villagers try to raid 
each other's territory, or from thelr 
respective forts they try pot shots in 
the dark. Should a bullet find sts 
billet, there is great rejoicing on the 
side whieh has made a hit. When 
the people tire of fighting a middle- 
‘man is called in to settle the affair. 

‘Those killed on each side cancel 
fut, so to speak; that is if Dragon's 
Bridge has lost seven men and Stand- 
ing Stone has lost dive, then Standing 
Stone owes Dragon's Bridge for two 
men, The cost of a man has gone. 
up in recent years. It used to be. 
‘about $20, but now it is $100, that is 
for a countryman. In the city a man 
fs valued at $1,000, though whether 
city man is worth ten times as much 
as a countryman is a point which. 
could be argued. 

First Rice 

‘The first rice crop is now being 
harvested. When it is gathered the 
fields are ploughed up again, watered, 
‘and the second crop Js planted. Rico 
takes about sixty days to mature, 
which means that a third erop ean, 
be raised during the winter months. 
‘This is either wheat, beans, or vege- 
tables. ‘The three ‘erops ‘are only 
‘grown on land icrigated by canals; 
JGelds dependent on the rainfall pro- 
‘duce only two crops a year. 


Pruning Lungyen Trees 

‘The lungyen trees are,being pruned 
for the second time. Men armed 
‘with very long bamboo ladders climb 
into the trees and pull their ladders 
afier them. “They then work patl- 
‘ently over the whole tree, examining | 
each branch of young ‘fruit, and 
nipping off what they think is super- 
‘uous. This is no easy task, for the 
fruit grows at the extreme end of 
ong branches, and at a distance the 
men look like rooks in a rookery. 
‘Though the work Is risky, there are 
few casualties, for skill’ has been 
acquired through generations of 
practice, 

‘Sometimes the men come seross 
hornets? nest at the top of a tree. Tt 
is a huge brown pear-shaped object, 
‘made in layers. Each layer is about| 
fan inch thick, and is made up into 
celis to house the grubs. A hornets’ 
nest of this kind was found once in 
my garden. The tree man smoked 
it out at night, took down the whole 
nest, poked out every rub, and had 
‘them ‘fried. The grubs were white, 
about a quarter of an inch thiek, and 
fone inch long. The man was ‘sur- 
Drised when T would not partake of 
this delectable dish, for, he sald the 
grubs were perfecily clean, ha 
eaten nothing but honey. 

‘Now that the heat has come, a cor- 
tain amount of cholera has appeared 
and two cases have been treated in. 
‘the hospital. This is rather early in 
the year for cholera, but it is to be. 
hoped that there is not going to be a 
serious epidemic.

‘Mekong Rivers and was once the head- 
quarters of the famous botanist, 
‘Kingdon Ward, when he was explor- 
ing tho great watersheds of the 
‘Mekong-Yangtze and Mekong-Salwen 
divides, 

M, Chartier, the French musk 
‘merchant, also’ made this his head- 
quarters for a number of years, In 
‘the Inte seventies, Dr. Cameron of 
the CIM, fell sick in this lonely 
village “on his way from | West 
China to Rangoon, Captain Gill and 
other well known’ travellers and ex- 
plorers have passed through Atuntzo, 
and of late years Mrs, Grubb, an 
American lady, made this her centre 
for work among the Tibetans. 

‘When Mrs. Ogden arrived in the 
Little village she found Dr, and. Mrs. 
Bare getting ready for a siege, laying 
in loads of rice and food, ‘The Com= 
‘munisls were reported not far away 
‘and the local ofclat advised Mrs. 
Ogden to hurry on which she intend- 
‘ed to do as soon as the animals were 
secured, She had some difculty in 
Knowing just what to do and in what 
Gireetion to go. With an army of 
Reds spreading themselves out in 
every direction in search of food it 
‘was no easy task for this brave, little 
American lady to make a decision.

Whatever 
happens, Ho, Hsiao, Chu ahd Hsu 
northwest of Tachlenlu and they 
Would no doubt like to take this 
Jewel of Sikang but Gen, Li has the 
‘ily well-fortined, — well-garrisoned 
‘and well-provisioned. 

We heard that three men were put 
fo death at the gold diggings, Gen, 
Li has a largo army under him and 
he is determined to maintain law and 
order along the frontier, Hundreds 
‘and thousands of refugees . from 
Mowkong, Danba, Tsonghua and 
‘Shuching came to ‘Tachienlu seeking 
‘an asylum from the Red menace, 
many of them having hurriedly to 
Teave their possessions and flee for 
safety. 

Some months ago someone struck 
gold a few miles outside the 
north gate and to-day hundreds of 
‘miners are engaged digging gold. A. 
hhole is staked out which costs any- 
thing from $10 to $20 and four or 
five men begin to dig. “Usually some 
merchant on the street provides. the 
eapltal, feeds the men and collects 
gold. But for this gold digging 
‘Adventure we might have had very 
serious famine conditions in the city, 
followed by ‘sickness, disease and 
pestilence, Now the ‘refugees have 
work to do and are happy searching 








for gold. 


THEATRICAL SHOW 
FISCAL FAILURE 


Shaohsing Teachers to Have 
Refresher Course 
Frost Our Own Conszsroxpext 


Shaohsing, July 19. 

Some days ago the local Electric 
Light Co, made Itself responsible to 
give a series of theatrical displays 
with the object of raising funds to 
provide another aeroplane to be 
resented to the country on the 
Aftieth birthday of the Generalissimo. 
Tue best talont procurable was 
invited from Hangchow and even 
Shanghal. Business was good for the 
first two days, but then there was a 
decided lack ‘of Interest, judged by 
the altendance. When the show was 
over and accounts reckoned, instead 
‘of showing a handsome profit for this 
laudable end, there was a. very 
unexpected defleit, which the pro- 
moters have to shoulder, The tight- 
ness of money at the moment is 
shown by this and also the frugality 
‘of the people. 

‘Shaohsing schools sent a good 
number of pupils this year” to 
the central’ examination for 
Junior and senior middle schools. 
‘The results will be known in a few 
days and are expected to be better 
compared ‘with other year when 
certain papers were considered too 
‘dimeult “for the average student. 
‘Those who did not do well at the 
recent examinations are making the 
‘most of the holiday period by atten- 
dance at special summer schools 
conducted at two of the middie 
schools. 

‘One notices a decided effort to 
alse the teaching standard in this 
‘area as over 400 specially selected 
teachers are being given one month's 
Intensive training course. Hitherto 
only a small percentage of men have 
had this privilege. At the same time 
the physical side will not be neglected, 
special uniforms being worn and 
Heneral military discipline adopted. 
‘The trend of opinion in the country 
areas Is that it must be borne if the 
country is to be prepared to face 
greater sacrifices later, which people 
‘say, may come any day. 

Soolal Service Work 

In the spring our Social Service 
Guild provided funds to be used for 
public health service during the 
Summer. The prolonged heat of the 
last few weeks nas shown how wise 
this preparation was. Many cases of 

snuine need among the poor are 
ing helped aither by the gift of 
ckets to enable them to consult 
Chineso or foreign trained doctors or, 
in special cases, to be given various 
medicines. The’ average person has. 
8 great bolief in the elicacy of medi- 
ine, so much so, that it Js held the 
medicine is never wrong, but som 
thing Is mysterious about the person 
or his complaint. 

‘The completion of another section 
of the motor road, from the main 
street to the yamen and other public 
oflices “has greatly improved the 
general look of things npt to mention 
the rebuilding of a number of hard- 
ware shops and hotels. Plans have 
been_made to widen and re-surface 
the Great Road thoroughfare so that 
the centre of the city will be con- 
neeted by a good motor road with the 
‘west of the elly. Contractors have 
sent in tenders for this work so that 
‘work ought to start quickly. 

Owners of property are’ greatly 
perturbed over the diligence and 
effectivenes of the Finance Bureau in 
hunting down all who owe taxes, 
whether for a year or even ten in 
some cases. A’ public rier sallies 
forth with large notice and a gong 
warning all defauiters to pay ere it 
is too. late, Oflicials. have now 
authority to call on such and demand 
to be shown the title deeds and sce 
whether the same have the red chop 
aflixed. Tn some cases the amount 
‘outstanding under these two heads is, 
sald to be equivalent to the purchase 
rice of the property. 


Eradleating Opium 


Equally effective are the continued 
efforts to round up all opium suspects. 
‘Through a system of private informa- 
tion police know where such cases 
fare ‘to be found. Investigation 
Kenerally shows traces of this in- 
dulgence, so the terrors of arrest, 
imprisonment and fine cause many to 
ive up the habit. Once the people 
are convinced that the polley is 
‘eradication and not monopoly there is 
‘no doubt but that they will comply 
with the Jaw uniformaily administer- 
ed. 

‘The copious rains this year have 
ssiven the farmer every promise that 
there is going to be a rico harvest 
‘ten parts good." In those parts 
where two crops are reaped the first 
will be eut within a few days.

AT MOWKUNG 


Reds Repulsed by Defending 
Forces 
Prost A Comsroxoext 


Chungking, July 15. 

‘The Communists at Tanpa recently

by the defending troops under Gen. 
Zia Kuo-ha, suffering oss of life, 
fand losing a quantity of ammuni 
tion, Gen. Liu Hslang "telegraphed

chow and Yunnan instructing. them 
fo despatch troops to commence 2 
Joint siege against the rebels, ander. 
Liu Fu-chu, who joined the mutinous 
salt preventive forees in Kwelchow 
fcausing disturbances in South Sze- 
Jehuen and the bordering districts. 


‘The Szechuen-Kweichow Highway 
construction work station at TuMgl 
was robbed recently, and over $10,000| 
was stolen, although the scene of the 
robbery is but half a ll from the 
troop headquarters and from. the 
peace preservation units, 

‘A fow days ago a passenger car 
travelling from Chungking to Cheng- 
tu ran off the side of a bridge about. 
30 i above Nelicang, the driver be- 
ing seriously injured. ‘Three pas- 
sengers were instantly killed ‘and 
twelve others injured. On her way 
to Sulfu trom Kiating the ss. Ichow, 
‘of the Fuchow Steamship Co, struck: 
a reef and sank within » few minutes, 
‘all the cargo aboard her Leing lost 
‘One pilot was drowned. Owing to 
the swift current a passenger boat 
capsized at Wukucishib, at the 
junetion of the Yangtze and the Kia- 
ling Rivers. Of the passengers on 
board at the time, who numbered 
over 20, Afteen were drowned, and 
five were rescued by the River 
Navigation Bureau's lifeboat, 

‘With a fund of $2,000,000, the 
Ministry of Industry is ‘organizing @ 
“plant ‘oll factory," with the re- 
construction commissioners of Sze 
jchuen, Hupeh, Honan and Chekiang 
Jas members of ils preparatory com- 
‘mittee. ‘The inaugural meeting Is to| 
be held in Nanking some time before 
the end of this month. This scheme 
hhas received the approval of all 
Chinese of concerns, and the Wan- 
hisien ‘wood-oll dealers have sent 
deputies to Shanghai to solicit invest- 
ments in the factory. 


Large Coat Seam Discovered 


Mr. Li Hsieh-cheng, of the West! 
China University Science Research 
Department, at Poipch, has discovered 
a large coal seam in Yunchuan, which 
is sald to consist of thirteen layers, 
the thickest of these being about 
clght feet in depth. Its qualily is 
reported to be excellent, “and the 
area covered Is 8,000/7,000 square Ii. 
Mr. Li is to make g suggestion to the 
Commissioner of Re-construction that| 
the Provincial Government should 
take over control of the mine, and 
‘exploit it by modern methods, 

In connection with the proposed 
abolition of the ten salt works in 
North Szechuen an investigation re- 
cently made by salt officials shows 
that there are 72,000 labourers direct 
ly connected with this enterprise, 
‘and that the number of those in- 
Aireetly connected with it is about 
‘280,000, so that the closure of these 
works will entail throwing about 
350,000 persons out of employment.

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FIFTEEN YEARS FOR MANSLAUGHTER 


Harbin Double Murder Gets Penal Servitude: Suburban 
Roads Not Safe at Night 


From Our Own Comesrontert 


Harbin, July 20, 

‘The trial of Borisof, for the murder 
of two Russans has been concluded, 
‘the judge sentencing accused to 1S 
years’ ponal servitude, 

‘Three years ago Borisoft ws 
Kidnapped ‘by a number of Manchus 
and carried off into the forest, where 
‘he was compelled to write a eller 
to his wife, asking a ransom. which 
‘amounted t6 the value of his property. 
Boing able to speak the dialect. he 
earned from his captors’ ‘conversa 
tions that two Russians acted as thelr 
agents and conveyed to them the 
amount of ransom desired, As the 
bandits were men who would not 
hesitate to Kill him sif_ the money 
‘was mot forthcoming, Borisoff in 
structed his wife to sell his’ property. 
‘and pay the ransom, after which he 
Was released, a poot man, 

He made up his mind that he would 
avenge himself on tho two Russians, 
Who ‘had given secret informotion, 
In the ‘course of investigations he 
Jearned that they were property 
owners in Harbin,  Borisoft took his 
hunting gun and determined to force 
the two men to return him part of 
the money, but one attempted’ to Kill 
him with’ “a ‘hatehet, "whereupon 
Borisoft shot them both, Borisoft 
eclared that he acted entirely in self 
@ofence, but the judge held otherwise 
‘and sentenced him to penal servitude,

Streets SUI Unsate 

Considering the number of police

Harbin-Changchun Line Cut in Five Places: Sungari 
River Overflows Its Banks 


Harbin, July 20. 
‘ Passenger and freight’ trae be- 

tween Harbin and Changehun has 
‘been completely suspended as a re 
sult of the overflow of the Lalin 
River, which has ciused extensive 
washouts on the railway line and 
converted large areas of the countey= 
side into lakes, “Washouts have also 
‘occurred on the Harbin-Lafa railway 
‘and all trame on that tine has been 
suspended as well. 

‘The washouts on the Harbin- 
Changchun line are deseribed os 
“extensive.” Five in number, they 
occurred between ‘Tsaltsadkao, 82 
miles south of Harbin, and ‘Taolal- 
chao, 70 miles south of this city. 

‘The North Manchuria Railway au- 
thoritles are organizing motor-bont 
and barge services to carry passen- 
gers, luggage and mail over the 
flooded areas. Restoration of normal 
traffic is expected to take from six 
to eight days, possibly even longer. 

‘Tho aeroplane service between 
Changchun and Harbin is being aug- 
mented to cope with. the situation. 
Normally, only one flight ‘n- each 
Girection is made dally, but’ this. 1s 
being Increased to ‘six each was 
Passengers travelling to and from 
‘Siberia wilt thus be able to make 
thelr “scheduled connections, "Pas 
sengers will be carried at reduced 
fares until normal railway trafic has 
been restored, and, if necessary, the 
service will be still further imple 
‘mented,—Reuter, .

Floods which occurred earlier this 
year are not reported to. have

begun—70 to 80 per cent. of the

TYPHOON DEATH TOLL 
IN JAPAN 


Majority Drowned as Storm 
Strikes Fishing Fleet 


‘Tokyo, July 24. 

Forty-two persons, most of them 
Ashermen out at sea," lost thelr lives: 
Jn last Wednesday's typhoon, which 
devastated the Loochoo islands and 
Kyushu. Of the vielims, 30 were! 
killed In Kagoshima Prefecture and 
nine in Nogasaki Prefecture, Twenty- 
four persons were reported missing 
this noon, while 27 others were! 


Injured. 
Heavy property damage was 
caused in’ Kyushu, according to 


police roports received this morning 
by the Home Office. Throughout the 
devastated area, 435 buildings were 
torn down by the typhoon, 373 others, 
were damaged and 9,023 “were 
inundated. In Nagasaki Prefecture 
‘lone the number of destroyed bulld- 
ings. was estimated at 200, with $80 
others submerged. Fifty-nine sea-cratt 
‘of all deseriptions were washed 
away or sent to the bottom by the 
storm, "The fures for Japan were: 
six. ships foundered, 38 washed 
away, 50 wrecked. 

‘All’ railway, telegraph and tele- 
phone services in Kyushu were 
interrupted. 

Mills Hokkaido 

‘The typhoon, after striking Kyushu, 
rolled on to the Japan Sea, erossing 
Hokkaido on its way into the Pacific. 
‘Tho tail end of the storm struck 
‘Tokyo overnight, causing no damage,

HUSBANDRY URGED 
IN CHINA 


Society Aims at Increasing 
Herds and Flocks 


Nanking. 
Animal husbandry, the least-deve- 

oped industry in China, is destined 

to play a greater role in the advance 

ment of the nation’s economy with 

the recent inauguration of the China 

Animal Husbandry Society in Nan 
ing. 

With a membership of about 90, 
‘most of whom are animal husbandry: 
experts “and. ranch ‘owners, the 
institution is receiving keen ‘ofcial 
attention and encouragement inas- 
‘much as many of its sponsors are 
high government officials, including | 
Dr, V. Tsai, director of the Bureast 
for the Examination and ‘Testing of 
‘Commercial Commodities at Shanghai, 
Mr. Frank C.H, Liu, director of the 
Central Ranch, ond Mr. Hsu Ting-hu, 
Girecter of the Agricultural Depart 
ment of the Ministry of Industry. 

Assuredly, the inauguration of the 
society marks the awakening of 
‘China to the important part livestock 
lays in the country’s economic life. 
In recent years, the growing demand 
for woollen textiles, the increasing 
Use of milk and beet and hides 
daily life have necessitated large: 
seale breeding of eaitle. With it hes 
arisen the need of animal husbandry 
experts, 

Favourable Conditions Quoted 

‘That animal industry, if duly en. 
couraged, is bound to develop and. 
prosper ‘in China is the unanimous. 
‘opinion of competant observers, ‘The 
‘vast uncultivated land, especially in 
the North-west, cheap human labour. 
the wide but unused pastureland— 
all are factors favouring the devi 
lopment of the animal husbandry 
industry, 

Pointing out that animal husbandry 
fs the source of raw materials both 
for industrial and agricultural use, 
Mr, Hou En-tseng, animal husbandry: 
expert and vice-director of the Peo 
ple's Economie Planning Committee, 
‘declared that the future of the indus: 
‘ry, once encouraged, is practically 
unlimited, 

Quoting statistics, Mr. Hsu said that 
{in 1933, China possessed approximate 
ly 6,070,000 horses, 7,890,000 mules 
‘and asses, 19,420,000 sheep, 22.500,000 
‘oxen, 94,340,000 hogs, "338,700,000 
‘chickens and 700,000,000 ducks. 

‘An Analysis 

‘Those staggering Agures, Mr. Hor 
continued, would seem insignificant! 
if split among the 450 million ‘popula~ 
tion of China. Each Chinese would 
then only have 0.92 fowl, 021 hog, 0.05 
ox. 0.04 sheep, 0.03 horse and mule— 
Agures ridiculously small when com- 
pared with those for the average | 
European or American, 

With her great demand for animal 
Products s0 poorly supplied. “Chinn 
cannot but resort’ to extensive im 
ports. In 1935 alone, China imported 
‘about $77,000,000 worth of animal 

oducts and the figure increased with 
ich succeeding year. In conse 
uence of growing use of weoll 
textiles on the part of the Chinese. 
the import of this type of piece goods 
has assumed alarming proportions 
during recent years, the Agure for thy 
ast four years exceeding a total -t 
$100,000, 

Dwelling on the increasing demand 
for woollen textiles, Mr. Hatt est!- 
mated with reserve that if an. aver 
‘age Chinese is to consume one metre 
‘of weollen cloth a year, a total of 45 
million "metres would! be mecded. 
‘which, if calculated at $1 per metre, 
it would entail a total cost of $45 
million, 

‘With’ China's woollen industry stilt 
m its infancy, the demand naturally, 
cannot be met domestically. As {at 
fs is aware, the total numberof 
spindles for’ woollen-yarn spinning. 
‘barely exceeds the 10,000" mark. 
‘What aggravates the situation stilt 
more is that a large quantity of

GRAND CANAL OVER 
ITS BANKS 


‘Twenty Villages Inundated on 
Northern Section 


Peiping, July 25. 

Hopei is again in danger of flood 
following the recent torrential rain- 
falls, according to reports on hand 
from various quarters. 

The northern seetion of the Grand 
onal at Tungchow overflowed its 
Banks” yesterday inundating more 
than 20 villages along its” banks, 
‘The authorities are making detailed 
investigations of the damages sus- 
tained by the villagers as a result of 
the flood. “Registering a sudden rise 
during the last few days, the Yellow 
River" in Southern Hopel has risen 
{0 the point only about 1 metre from 
the top of the dyke. 

‘The Conservancy authorities are 
now taking precautionary measures 
‘oxainst emergencies while the ville 
‘agers along the river banks ‘are 
working to strengthen the dykes. "To 
meet emergency expenses the Yellow 
River Conservancy Commission has 
appropriated $20,000, 

With a view to making the flood 
prevention work more effective, the 
people in Puyang distriet in South- 
ern Hopei have formed dyke pro- 
ecting bureau to keep a clase watch 
over the River dykes.

DARING GAOL BREAK

40 Escape, but 30 Quickly 
Recaptured: One Killed 


Hsuchow, July 20, 

A daring gaol break, in whieh 01 
forly prisoners succeeded in escaping 
from the gaol in Peibsien, north of 
Hsuchow, “occurred late" yesterday 
afternoon. As the result of sweeping. 
‘movements ‘by the local police and 
peace preservation corps, about thirty 
‘of the escaped prisoners have been 
recaptured, One was shot dead while 
‘escaping, 

‘The riot happened shortly after 
fave o'clock yesterday afternoon, when 

‘number "of prisoners, including 
‘dangerous bandits, took advantage of 
the recreation hour to start a dash 
for freedom. At a signal from the 
Fingleader, the men took the few 
armed guards completely by surprise 
‘and quickly overwhelmed then, 
After freeing themselves from theit 
chains and shackles, they stormed the 
prison gates and several made thelr 
exit, : 

‘The warden, aroused by the com- 
motion, immediately summoned other 
guards and, despite the fact that they 
‘were greatiy.oul-numbered, managed 
to prevent a general exodus of all the 
inmates. During the struggle, the 

arden and several of the guards 
were wounded.

Dr. Yu Ching-sung, director of 
the Nanking Purple Mountain Obser~ 
vatory, has found from statistical 
records that, during the past 3208 
years, there have been a total’ of 
000" solar eclipses, but only 08 
times "did the moon completely 
obstruct the light of the sun. 

‘The chances of observing the total 
cclipse of the sun from China are

from 1542 up to the present” day, 
there have been 25" total solar 
eclipses seen in China, of which 
only four were visible at ‘noon.

Hosie at fifty years of age, positive- 
ly sparkles with life and displays a 
vigour which would shame many & 
younger person, Although. only a 
few hours in port, she had already 
visited many places and observed 
much with her keen mind. She was 
especially attracted by the Chinese 
women, in, the streets exclaiming de- 
lghtediy, “I fell in love with them 
at once, ‘They look so lovely in thelr 











slim, slinky modern gowns, and 1 
hope that they will not develop the 
pstick mind, By that T mean, liv- 
ing on thelr ‘emotions, ‘with no 
depths of intellect.” 

‘Before coming to Shanghai, Lady 
Hosie spent some time in Canton and 
Hongkong. “She was.” particularly 
thrilled at the progress made in Can- 
fon, which she had not visited for 
Alten years. 

‘The work of years had yielded a 
splendid harvest at last, she went on 
(o say. ‘The big streets were amaz- 
ing and where formerly almost 
‘every child had sore eyes, she had 
now only geen five or six in as many 
days. Again, the number of young 
men's athletic and swimming "elubs 
‘was astonishing, especially when one 
recalled that 100 years ago, when 
some Britons went rowing’ on the 
river, the Chinese authorities» for- 
bade’ them to do so again, because 
they got" "red and sweaty ike 
coolles, 








“Rope of Steet” 

Lady Hosie arrived in Canton 
three days after Gen. Chen Chi- 
{ang’s flight, “and questioned as to 
the reaction ‘of the Cantonese, stated 
that they all seemed to be relieved 
fat his departure, and ‘happy that 
there was peace with ‘Nanking at 
last. Among places visited was the 
Chungshan University, with its huge 
agricultural campus. ‘There the feel- 
Ing struck her that Dr, Sun Yat-sen's 
“rope of sand” had truly became a 
“rope of steel.” 

In Hongkong she had sat with the 
‘Mul ‘Tsai Commission when the 
interesting suggestion had been put 
forth that any child of uncertain 
family entering the Colony should 
be protected, and taken eare of, as 
to its final ' destination, like ‘any 
commodity which passed the Cus- 
toms. 

Lady Hosie, previous to coming to 
China, spent four months in India, 
which she left last October. There 
she stayed with her stepson, Mr. 
Alexander Hosie, who-was born in 
Shanghal and ‘Isa well-known 
cricketer, From there she went to 
‘Australia where she stayed four 
months; during which period she 
gave many lectures illustrated by 65 
fantern slides of the Chinese Art 
Exhibition at Burlington House. 
‘They were given before women 
gradugtes and teachers’ colleges, 
arousing intense interest. ‘The last 
dinner she had had in Sydney. wi 
zven by the Chinese Consul-Gen 

She later visited Ball and Jav 
former she found disappointing, 















Lady Hosle went on to say, because 
tourists had spoilt the Islanders who 
were now continually grasping for 
money. Java_ was beautiful’ and 
showed deep Chinese influence, ‘The 
Borobudur, tho stupa of 1,000 
Buddhas, ‘could be compared” in 
grandeur of faith with the Temple of 
Heaven. Going on to Batavia, she

Meeting With Author 

‘While in London, she had met Mr. 
S. 1, Hsiung, author of “Lady Pre- 
clous Stream,” and had admired his 
work. Her collection of Chinese 
furniture was now adorning his apart 
ment, which she had lent to him at 
hhis request. Referring to Dr. Lin 
Yustang’s book, “My Country and My 
People," Lady’ Holse said she con-

England to attend Newsham College, 
Cambridge, specializing in teaching 
methods. ‘Returning to Ching with 
2 classmate, she founded a high-closs| 
iris’ school in Peking, but the re- 
Volutlon broke out a month late: 
Her marringe took place shortly. 
‘after and the school was taken charge 
of by her frlend, She then went to| 
the Isle of Wight with her husband 
and worked three years on a com- 
mercial map of China which is accept 
ed as the authoritative map to-day. 
She now spends her time travelling, 
lecturing and writing. being the au-| 
thoress of several books. 























PUBLIC RICKSHOWS

GASOLINE 


Largest “Imported” Product 
in Last Week 


While rayon and sugar registered 
a decline, kerosene appeared to 
Become quite a constant item of 
Hlieitly Amported product in the 
North” China smuggling situation 
during the week from July 13 to 19 
Inclusive, according to information 
from the local Customs authorities. 

‘A total of 5304 cases of kerosene 
oil, of 10 gallons each, were smug- 
led into Tientsin during the week, 
1100 cases having been brought in 
gn July 14 and 4204 eases on July 

‘Again for the first time since May 
9, it was learned, gasoline was 
sted among smuggled goods brought 
into Tientsin during the week, the 
quantity ‘being 6920 gallons.” and 
smuggled in on July 15. 

‘As to other kinds of contraband 
usualy fisted on the list of smuggled 
foods, 7.164 bags of | sugar, 1,095 
bags of artifcial silk, 2.086 packages 
of piece goods, and’ 3,143 packages 
of Sundry’ articles were smuggled 
Into Tientsin during the week under 
review. 

Paint and ink, it was learned, 
were among the illicit goods Brought 
in during the week for the first 

ime in the history of North China 
smuggling. 

‘Meanwhile, information states that 
a new organization named Hsin 
Hsing Company is being formed in 
Chinwanglao, which will be granted 
8 monopoly by ‘the “East ‘Hopei” 
authorities of all smuggling activities 
In the area.

FUR SHIPMENTS TO 
UNITED STATES 


Consulate Warns of Rules 
“that Must be Observed 


The American Consulate-General 
‘at Shanghai has recently received 
‘advice that shipments of furs from 
China to interior points in the 
United States either by parcel post 
‘or otherwise, and cargo entered at 
fone port and shipped to another 
in the United States in tho original 
packing, are subject to the provi- 
sions of Section 393 of Title 18 of 
the United States Code (Section 243 
United States Criminal Code), as 
‘amended by the Act approved ‘June 
15, 1035, Title 27, Number 148, 74th 
Congress, which reads as follows:— 

“All packages or containers in 
which wild animals or birds, the 
dead bodies or parts thereof, or the 
eggs of any such bodies, are shipped, 
transported, carried, ‘brought, or 
conveyed, by any means whatever, 
from one state, territory, or the 
District of Columbia, to, into, or 
through another state, territory, oF 
the District of Columbia, or io or 
from a foreign country, shall be 
plainly and” clearly ‘marked or 
Tabelled on the outside thereof with 
the names and addresses of the 
shipper and consignee and with an 
‘accurate statement showing by num= 
ber and kind the contents thereot.”

DIES IN LEAP 


Lt.-Col, Johnson Had Just 
Arrived from Manila 


‘The third violent death of an 
American in Shanghai in the Jast 
few days occurred at about 3 
‘am, on’ July 21 when Lieut-Col. 
| Orvitte ‘Mt, Johnson, of the Philip: 
[pine “Army and formerly of the 
[Islands “Constabulary, apparently 
leaped to his end from a room on 
the fourth floor of the Palace Hotel, 
facing Nanking Road, 

His unconscious form was  dis- 
covered by a Chineso constable, who 
summoned a Fire Brigade ambulance, 
but he was pronounced dead of 

internal in- 
Juries “upon arrival at the General 
Hospital, 

‘An investigation was _ promptly 
started by the Settlement Police and 
the American authorities and it was 
Tearned that Lieut.-Col, Johnson had 
arrived on July 20 ‘in the ss. 
General Pershing from Manila and 
that apparently he had been brood- 
ing over an alloged serious Injustice 
done him’ in the Islands, 


Last Letter to Wite 


He booked the room in the hotel 
at 7 pam, on July 20 and was 
last seen “alive by a room-boy 
there at 11 o'clock. When the room 
was searched after his death, a note 
addressed to his wife, still’ in the 
Philippines, was found, Tt read:— 

"Do not plan meeting me in 
Shunghal, but settle up your affairs 
and go ‘home in a leisurely way. 
‘What has been done to me is beyond 
belief, but 1 want you to know that. 
there’ was absolutely no justifeation 
for it, outside of what you already 
know. ‘This T swear to you upon the 
‘most ‘solemn oath, 

“There is nothing more to be said, 

“Forgive me for having brought 
this upon you. 

‘The American Consulate-Gene i

Lt-Col, Johnson was born in rural 
Towa in 1884 and his home in America 
was at Salem, Oregon,

Manila, July 21, 
Lieut-Col, Johnson was in the 
dest of spirits when he left Manila, 
according to General Basilio Valdes, 
Deputy Chief-of-Staff of the Philip 
pine Army. General Valdes. sald he 
knew of no reason why Lieut.-Col, 
Johnson ‘should have” committed 
‘uleide, 

‘At the time of his death he was on 
his way to the United States to visit 
his mother, who is ill. His wife is at 
present in the Philippines—Reuter. 











DR. A. BARDOF DIES 
IN HONGKONG 


Stated to Have Taken His 
Own Life

fon July 25 of the death of Dr. A. 
Bardof, a Hungarian, who specialised 
in nervous diseases, in Hongkong.

For some time past, complaints 
have been received ‘by the Council 
fs to the nuisance created by smoke 
from the Riverside Station chimneys 
of the Shanghai Power Company, 
‘aud in the interests of public health 
‘and business this .diMeult problem 
hag received close and constant 
investigation both by Power Com- 
pany experts and by departmental 
Fepreseniatives of the Counell in an 
endeavour to devise measures to 
mitigate the evil. 

Rocent complaints from adjacent 
mill and factory properties have 
emphasized the growing seriousness 
of the problem "in relation’ to the 
industrial development of | the aren 
affected, it being represented to "the 
Couneit’ that the nuisance 1s now. of 
such a nature as to interfere with 
ordinary comfort and health. Re- 
media measures involve the technical 
diiculties attendant upon ‘caring for 
the differing properties of smoke, fly 
‘ash or grit, and sulphur which com- 
rise the smoke emissions from the

Power Station's chimneys. The problem 
hhas also its economic aspects related 
to the available" supplies of coal, 
thelr costs, and quality having regard 
to sulphur content.

USE OF ALCOHOL. IN. 
WORK SHOPS 


Recent Tragedies Emphasize 
Council’s Warning 


‘Within the last three weeks, there 
hhave been four deaths and two cases 
of severe Injuries caused by ex- 
plosions in local workshops” con- 
Sequent on the wrongful or careless 
Use of alcohol. 

‘In one inslance the explosion oc 
curred while a erack in a stecl drum 
was being welded: in the second, 
burning waste was carelessly thrown 
fon a tin which was covered by a iid 
| which was, however, plereed by two 

small holes: in a third aleohol was 
being poured from a tin on to a fre! 
‘and, due to the fact that” both 
witnesses are dead, it 1s not known 
what occurred in the fourth instance, 
In all eases a source of ignition was 
resented to an alr-aleohol mixtt 
whieh becomes explosive if aleohol 
present in any. proportion between 
three and 13 per cent. Tt is obvious 
in view of these accidents that a 
Warning to. workshop owners and 
employees is very necessary, 

‘The Industrial” Section of the 
Shanghai Municipal Council in issuing 
this warning points out that work: 
shops using industrial alcohol for any 
urpose—as a thinner for varnish In 
leather and furniture shops, or as a 
solvent for essential olls, or in’ the 
making of seasoning powder, of for 
any other purpose, should realise the 
explosive possibility of an aleohol-alr 
mixture,

Opinions onthe 
effectiveness of this "measure differ 
very radically but the Company has 
decided “that in the -next plant 
extension (which "is ‘to ‘be started 
‘almost immediately) higher chimneys 
will be provided in order to ascertain 
results.

LITTLE DIMINUTION OF MALARIA 


Cases All in Outlying Areas: Three Chinese Deaths: 
No Cholera Incidence Here So Far 


‘The Conimissioner of Public Health 
Jn his report to the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Counelt for June states that 
there was little diminution in the 
number of malarial eases notified this 
‘month when compared with May, and 
three deaths from this cause’ were 
reported among the Chinese popula 


‘As Is usual at this time of the year, 
diseases of the respiratory group 
diminished, whilst intestinal diseases, 
notably the typholds and dysenteries 
showed an Inerease. No caso of 
‘was reported. The incidence 
les remained at a higher level 
‘at this period, 
though there were $8 less cases noti- 
fled than during last month. 

‘Although it is rather early in the 
season, fies have been remarkably 
few 30 far. Mosquitoes, on the other 
}hand, do not seem to" have dimin- 
Ished “in ‘comparison with former 
years, and it is hoped that the new 
larvicldes now under trial ‘will be 
ore effective, at least in dealing 
with the larger breeding areas. 

Tt may, however, be pointed out 
that ifthe map 'ineidence of the 
malarial cases be studied, it will be 

jen that, so far, they bave all oc- 
curred in outlying areas, hence it 
Js quite possible that the Infected 
‘mosquitoes also came from areas not 
under the Department's control. 

Danger Spots Ascertain 

In regard to mosquito work, it is 
sometimes considered that annoyance 
resulting {rom the bites of cullcines 
(Le non-malaria carriers) can be 
taken as indicative of a breakdown 
in. anti-mosquito measures. It. is, 
however, a fact that health auithori- 
ties, not only in Shanghal, Rave dis- 
covered some years ago'that non~ 
selective measures against non-dis~ 
‘ease carriers not only are productive 
‘of expenditure far too heavy, even 
for non-depression periods, but also 
frequently results in the escape from 
treatment of breeding places frequ- 
ited by disease carriers. Hence, it 
fs customary to ascertain the danger 
‘spots by surveys, and endeavour by 
various methods’ to climinate them. 
In Shanghal there are, however, two 
special problems not usually experi 
fenced within urban areas. Rice flelds 
fare not fo be found inmost urban 
distriets, and present a problem 
‘which can only be solved, and then 
only partially, by the use of thous- 
‘ands of fish which, by the way have 
to be re-collected or abandoned when 
the rice fleld Is drained, a proceed 
ing not invariably notifed to the 
Department. 

‘The other special problem relates 
to the collular rafts necessary when 
‘erecting high buildings in the Town. 
It would seem’ that this. Is almost a 
problem special to Shanghai, since no 
help(ul suggestions were received as 
a result of queries directed to au- 
thorities in ‘countries where high 
buildings (but possibly not built on 
rafls) were the rule.

NEW U.S. TAX BILL 
EXPLAINED 


Effect on China Trade Act 
Coporations, 


Washington, July 21. 

‘Tox rates applicable to Companies 
incorporated under the China ‘Trade 
‘Act will differ trom those governing 
American and forelan companies 
under ‘bit passed in the clos: 
ing days of the last Congressional 
$esslon, the United Press learned to 


‘The text of the tax bill in refer- 
{qnce to these companies follows: “In 
the case of a corporation organized 
lunder the China Trade ‘Act of 1922, 
the normal tax imposed by Scetion 
13 shall be at the rate of fificen per 
gent. instead of at the rates provided 
Jn such section, and such corporation 
shall not be subject to. the surtax 
imposed by Section 14” 

Section 13 of the bill imposes! 
fraduated corporation Income’ taxes 
Fanging from eight per cent. on the 
frst $2,000 of Income up to'fificen 
er cent. on the balance of income 
‘above $40,000. 1 

‘Section 14, from which China 
‘Trade Act corporations are exempted, 
imposes a tax on undivided profits, 
ranging trom seven per cent. on the 
first ten per cent. of earned income 
retained up to 27 per cont. on te= 
fained incomed over 60 per cent.

CHINESE PORCELAIN 
INDUSTRY 


Rapid Decline Attributed to 
. Several Factors 


Nanchang, China's hope of reviving 
what once Was a great poreelain in- 
dustry at Kintehchen in Tullang, 
Kiangsi, has been dimmed by numer- 
ous handicaps such as the genet 
economie depression, banditry, and 
the dumping of forelgn-made china. 

But the inherent weakness, accord- 
Ing to competent observers, lies in 
the backward manufacturing process 
tnd technique which has been carried 
down almost without changes from 
fs far back as the Han Dynasty (206 
BC. to 214 AD 

‘The outlook becomes the more 
gloomy as the supply of the special 
Kind of clay has come to near .ex- 
haustion with the result. that only 
china of the inferior quality Is now 
boing produced. 


Lack of Communteations 

Lack of good communication facill= 
les 1s another important factor 
responsible for the decline of the 
‘once prosperous industry, ‘The Chang 
River, which for hundreds of years 
‘hasbeen the main transportation 
route for Kintehchen poreclain, is 
now almost closed to navigation on 
fiecount of the accumulation of silt 
in the river bed. 

‘The Kintehchen porcelain industry 
reached ils golden era in the reign 
of Emperor Chien Lung of the Ching 
Dynasty (1736-1700) There wore 
‘then in operation 3,000 kitns, employ- 
ing several million workers. ‘The 
{otal annual oulput was estimated at 
{rom 60,000,000 to 70,000,000 tals. 

With the downfall of the Ching 
Dynasty began the slump of the 
poreelain business. In 1928, there were 
still 180. Kilns operating ‘which em- 
ployed no less than 200,000 workers. 
‘Tho {otal output during that year was 
a Tittle more than 1,000,000 pieuls. 

Kilns Closed Down 

‘The situation became worse during 
the past two years. ‘The number of 
kilns ‘was further reduced to 54 
which, however, had to suspend 
operation from time to time, owing 
to the shrinking market, 

‘This is amply reflected in Customs 
reporls which show that the annual 
export has been steadily on the de- 
cline during the past ten years. 
While the total export for 1025 was 
77,621 pleuls, the figure dwindled to 
35,271 pleuls’in 1034, 

it is gonerally agreed that the 
Chingtehchen porcelain industry would 
be doomed if no drastic improve- 
ments were immediately effected. 
Although sporadic efforts have been 
exerted by the Kiangsi authorities to 
revive the trade, no appreciable 
resulls have yet’ been reaped.

‘ound nation, 

‘The best example of connection 
established by eullivating differences, 
{in the realm of polities, is the British 
Empire. The next best Is the United 
‘States of America. Only by giving them 
freedom of self-development, accord- 
Ing to the Jaws inherent in Anglo- 
Saxon meniality, can England be. 
united with New Zealand, Australia 
‘and South Africa, 

"All students of China should con- 
sider it as their duty to point out to 
President Chiang Kai-shek ‘that, the 
life and death of China depend on 
hls capacity to put the lesson pro- 
vided by England, to use in China at 
‘his. most critical’ moment. ‘ 

China is still fortunate enough to 
have at her disposal, among her 
Teaders, two men who represent 
the South and the North just ax fully } 
fas the President himselt. represents | 
the centre of China. ‘The one, a 
sald above, is General Pal. ‘The 
other is General Yen Hsi-shan. It 
seems to the writer that a_combina- 
tion of the efforts of these three men 
fs the only means of keeping China 
alive, If" General Pai is now 
eliminated, China will lose "an 
essential ‘element. of the political 
trinity on which depends her salva- 
ton, 

Prosident Chiang Kai-shek has 
come to terms with General Yen 
Hisl-shan, Will he be great enough 
fo establish harmony — also with 
General Pai, who may personally be 
‘nore unsympathetic to him? 

‘To transfer General Pai to Che- 
lang means Ineapacitating him. 
General Pai has proved his worth and 
China should avail herself of “his. 
services by placing him in the best 
possible position for the display of 
his distinetly Southern genius. 

‘Will President Chiang Kei-shek's 
highest advisors be Impartial enough 
to explain to him that Europe's con- 
Unuous troubles ‘are fundamentally 
caused by nothing except the impos- 
sibility of securing freedom of self- 
development for Germany?

Or, again, the local “elimal 
may. be responsible, Extremes of 
hheat and cold, dryness and humidity 
fare devastating to most standard 
Teather’ book casings, 

Brittloness or loss of flexibility 
arising from the latter cause ean be 
remedied by oceasional applications 
of a dressing composed of equal parts 
of white vaseline, glycerine and castor 
ll. Care must ‘be taken, of course, 
that the dressing docs not got on the 
fend papers and leaves of the books 
treated.

In evidence, Mr, Thompson stated 
that the International Stadium, Ltd., 
was Incorporated on February 23, 
1935, Mr. Davis, Mr. H, H. Koo and 
himself were promoters, and were to 
receive promotion fees of $15,000, 
half in cash and holf in shares. Mr. 
Koo was to receive $3,000 in, shares, 
while he and Mr, Davis were to share 
the balance and meet, between them, 
the expenses of tho flotation.

‘A motion rising out of a writ for 
breach of-promise, filed by counsel 
for the plaintiff against defendant on 
June 29, was deliberated before 
Judge P. Grant Jones in HM. 
‘Supreme Court on July 23, defending 
counsel being given leave to file 
fa defence to the action within ten 
days, and plaintiff being given costs 
in any event. ‘The writ was taken 
‘out on behalf of Nadia Vassilievsky 
‘against Abraham Sansom, counsel for 
the plaintif® being Mr. KX. E. News 
man, and for the defendant Mr. 
H, A, Reeks. 





Mr. Newman applied for judgment 
on the writ on the ground that 
defendant had failed to Mle a de- 
fence within sufficient time. In a 
letter received from defending coun- 
sel, Mr, Newman slated he had been 
informed that a ‘defence could not 
bbe provided as the defendant was in 
hospital. At home, continued Mr. 
Newman, he would be entitled to 
interlocutory judgment, as defend- 
ant's action amounted ‘to a form of 
contempt. Defending counsel did 
not go to the hospital to sce his 
client until some after the writ had 
been filed. There was no” reason 
why counsel for. the defence should 
not take his instructions from the 
hospital. 

‘After Mr. Newman had quoted the 
Jaw on the point, the Judge said that 
what plaintiff's present claim 
amounted to was that he was 
entitled to final judgment subject to 
the assessment of damages. On the 
facts, however, it was a bad case. 
Mr. Newman stated that he. was not 
asking for judgment. He could not 
‘obtain it before October, and then 
the whole object of the action would 
be stultified, He asked fora defence 
to be made out within seveh days. 
Counsel for the defence, he said, 
should have taken out a consent 
summons, 

‘Mr, Recks said that counsel for 
the plaintiffs had agreed that he 
would not press this action at all. 
He had, however, asked for judgment 
in_spite of this ‘agreement, 

‘The Judge: ‘That is not so. 

Defendant, continued Mr. | Reeks, 
had the normal time in which to 
fle a defence, but there was no 
default until the expiration of that 
time. ‘There was an agreement 
between counse} as to the extension 
of the time in which the defence 
was to be filed. He had himself 
been very busy, and then his client 
went into hospital. He claimed 
that Mr, Newman, by means of a 
letter, conveyed the fact that an 
extension of time was to be allowed, 
of which a few days were still left, 

‘The Judge said that it was coun- 

‘duty to go to the hospital and 
se his client rather than that the 
rules of the court should be broken. 
Mr. Reeks submitted that it was a

HM, Police Court was packed to 
overflowing on July 20 for the resum- 
ed hearing before Mr. C. H. Haines, 
Registrar, of the case brought by the 
SM. Police against the twelve In- 
dians who were agrested in Miller 
Road on the afternoon of July 12, 
following a Nght in which some Atty 
persons took part. ‘The defendants 
are Surjan Singh, Bukken Singh, 
Kishan Singh, Amar Singh, Shanda 
Singh, Chanan Singh, Bukkén Singh, 
Kishen Singh, Atma Singh Mota Singh, 
Lachman Singh, and Natha Singh: 
‘Mr. F. G. Livingstone is appearing 
for the prosecution, while Mr. Morris 
Diamond is representing all the de= 
fendants except Lachman Singh, who 
previously was” represented” by 
Messrs, Ranald McDonald and R. Le 
Stuart, but now is being defended by 
Mr. HA. Reeks. Three other In- 
dians are in hospital as a result of 
the aftray, 

Tn addition to the many Sikhs who 
packed the Court, another large body 
yathered outside ‘the consulate build- 
ing, belng unable to gain admission 
‘owing to the crowd inside. Sikh and 
Chinese police, under a foreign 
sergeant, were’ on duty inside the 
Court-room to prevent any possibil- 
ity of a disturbance, while another 
Police guard was stationed outside. 

‘Owing to the unusually large num-

ber of defendants, there was not 


enough accommodation available in 
the dock and the twelve were formed 
up in line under the wary eyes of 
policemen standing on either side. 

‘At the commencement of the hear- 
ing, Mr. Livingstone pointed out that, 
‘as'more than fifty Sikhs were in- 
volved in the affray, it had been 
found impossible for the prosecution 
to start thelr case that day. A 
further period would have to elapse 
before the men in hospital could be: 
brought to Court, and he applied for 
‘a remand until the following Friday. 
It bail were granted, he understood 
from the police that there might be 
every fear of a breach of the peace. 
‘This, he believed, was the view both 
of the foreign and Indian members 
of the police force. 

‘Mr, Livingstone subsequently al- 
tered his request to an application’ 
for a remand in eustody for one 

Mr. Recks, applying for bail for 
Lachman Singh, and for the removal 
‘of his other clients from the Police 
Hospital to the General Hospital, f 
treatment at their own expense, ‘said 
that, to suggest there might ‘be 2 
breach of the peace if the twelve 
Indians rejoined the other 38 con- 
cerned in the affray, was ridiculous. 

‘Mr, Diamond also ‘applied for bail 
for the cleven Indians he represented, 
and said he was willing the hearing 
should be adjourned, provided ball 
‘were granted. 

‘The Registrar said’ there were cir- 
cumstances in this case which would 
hot be present in one at Home. He 
was still very fearful of trouble if 
these men were allowed out on bail, 
‘and he saw no reason to alter that 
opinion, For that reason, and for 
the sake of peace, he was refusing. 
ball. The Supreme Court was em- 
powered to grant bail afler it had. 
been refused by the Registra 
counsel were entitled to make an 
‘application to the Judge to reverse 
the Registrar's decision. 


Second Hearing 


Three out of the four Indians now 
in the Police Hospital as a result of 
the fight which took place between 
seme 60 persons at Miller Road on 
‘July 12 were brought into court on 
July 23 for the resumed hearing of the 
‘charge brought against twelve indians 
who were arrested after the occi 
rence. 

‘Three of the Indians who are now 
being detained in the Police Hospital, 
named Munda Singh, Kartar Singh 
snd Bela Singh, all pleaded not guilty 
the hearing.

T am not a member 
of any party.” The defendants were 
left in custody at the Police Hospital. 

‘Mr. Diamond then applied for the 
witnesses for the prosecution to be 
Femoved from the court, 

‘Mr. eeks: We would then have 






































practically an empty court, 
‘Mr. Livingstone: That ‘would be 
most pleasant. 

Detective-Inspector Fuja__ Singh 


gave evidence of having interpreted 
the formalities which took - place 
afler the arrest of the three defen- 
Gants on July 16, at the Police Hos- 
pital, 

Dr. F. D. Zau, of the Police Hos- 
pital, said that he had attended the 
three men. Two of them would be 
able to remain in court for any period 
in a week's time, but the third was 
still in quite a bad condition as a 
‘result of his injuries. 

Bail was applied for by Mr. Dia- 
‘mond for his clients. Mr. Livingstone 
said that he understood that one of 
the accused had been deported from 
‘Shanghal, but had returned. He ask- 
ed that this defendant should not be 
released on bail. It was later stated 
that this defendant was deported in 
1917, and returned to Shanghai in 
1929. He was later arrested and 
brought before the couct in order to 
ensure his good behaviour. Bail was 
granted for the remainder of the de- 
fendants on personal recognizances 
of $100 each, and two sureties of 
$200 each. The ease was adjourned 
until Thursday, July 30 at 10 am.

‘The plaintiff allege 
that the defendant was driving

27,3836, causing. fatal "Injuries to 
‘Chen Shan, her husband, Mr, Myron 
Wiener, of' H. Rodger & Co, repre- 
sonted 'the piaintiff, and Mr, J, B. 
Davies represented the defendant be- 
fore Judge Milton J, Helmick, 

Chen Wong-shih, the frst witness, 
told the Court under examination by 
‘Mr, Wiener that she had been mar: 
ried to Chen Shan for ten years, that 
she was not at present working, and, 
that she had two children. She stated 
that her husband was a wheelbarrow 
coolie whose business it was to take 
female workers to and from colton 
‘mills. Later, under cross-examina- 
tion, she told Mr, Davies that he made 
four trips a day, carrying the girls 
not only for the’ day shift, but ‘also 
others for the night shift, Each girl, 
‘she said, pald her husband $1.80 0 $2 
a month for the trips. Carying 
Atteen or sixteen girls a day.” she 
went on, brought her husband a little 
over $30 per month, 

She stated that her husband was. 
healthy, of good habits, and did not 
‘smoke opium, Mr. Wiener, in ques- 
tioning her, ‘brought out’ that_her 
children were a boy, four-years-old, 
‘and a gitl of two. ‘In addition her 
father-in-law, 84, lived with them, 
while the mother, 75, lived In Kompo. 
Chen Shan, the “deceased, supported 
them all, 

‘Aller telling how much money her 
husband made a month and how, she 
went on to tell of her household 
expenses. The rent was $2. month 
and the cost for food was $10. When 
asked what was done with the rest 
of the money she said that they used 
it to buy land in Kompo. She took 
care of all the expenses of the house- 
hold, she said, 

‘Other evidence that she gave was 
that before coming to Shanghai from 
‘Kompo her husband had been 
farmer, He had pushed a wheel- 
barrow all during his seven years 
slay in Shanghai. She stated that 
when he died he left no money.

Hairston Inquest, witich was origin- 
ally set for 9’ am. on July 23, 
was held in Mr. Watson's office, only 
court officiais, witnesses, and news- 
apermen being present. Inspector

case, was the ffst witness and out 
ined the events that took place after 
the body was found. He told of the 
bullet wound through the chest by 
whieh Mr. Hairston ‘met his death. 

‘The second witness was the room 
boy who took Mr. Hairston his morn- 
Ing coffee at 5.30 and discovered him 
dead. He told of knocking at the 
door, receiving no answer, and final- 
ly, enlisting the aid of the clerk at, 
the desk, opened the room and found 
the body. He told Mr. Collins that 
he had ‘heard no shot during the 
night. 

He told of two foreigners, a man 
and a woman, who visiled Mr. 
Hairston during the evening and 
later, about 12 o'clock, returned ty 
the room to recover a hat left there. 
‘The boy said that the room was lock- 
‘ed then, and that the visitors couli 
not get in. 

Evidence of Depression 

Mrs. Rosalind L. Walker, who with 
Mr. Robert Davis Smith visited Mr. 
Hairston that evening, had dinner 
‘with him, and Jater went back to the 
hotel to retrieve Mr. Smith's hat, was 
called in. She stated that they had 
been with the deceased in the Broad- 
way Mansions early in the evening 
that they had started out to eat, bu 
that Mr, Hairston had lett them. 

"They went to his hotel and were 
admitied.

Walker's story, and in addition re- 
lated all that’ he and Mr. Hairston 
had done during the day, such as 
golng to a baseball game, meeting 
certain friends and finally going 
out to dinner together. He 
told Mr. Collins of taking the 
‘weapon from Mr. Hairston. A finger~ 
print of Mr. Smith's was found on 
the barrel of the weapon. He stated 
that he had taken it, ‘hidden it, 
‘and later returned it. He also stated 
that he and the deceased had beer 
very food friends. 

‘Mr, Ivy Riddick, also one of the 
friends of the deceased, was called.

“I have personally considered all 
the evidence and have made a pei 
sonal investigation at the scene of 
the homicide, The foct that the gun 
ig missing is an extraordinary and 
troublesome element in the case, 
but nevertheless the preponderance 
of evidence in my opinion satisfac 
{orlly indicates that the wound was 
self-inflicted. Dr. ‘Thomas B. Dunn 
‘and Inspector A. J. Toon concur in 
thig opinion. I am iherefore render- 
Ing the following Coroner's Verdict:— 

“I find the deceased, Leonard 
Covert, came to his death by reason 
‘of a bullet wound in the head which 
‘was self-inflicied."

‘Summing up, Mr. Bryan said that} 
in his opinion there were three points 
to be determined in this case, first- 
ly whether the defendant, by ‘virtue 
of his condition, was able to drive in 
‘a safe manner, secondly whether the 
defendant drove in a reckless man- 
ner without duo regard for. other 
persons on the road, and. thirdly 
‘whether defendant had, unintention~ 
ally, caused grievous injury to the 
Sikh trooper. It was not necessary to 
prove that the defendant was toially 
under the Influence of alcohol, oF 
that he was totally incapacitated, It 
‘was sufclent to prove that his con- 
dition was such as the result of 
‘alcohol that he was unable to drive 
in a safe manner, To do this the 
questions to be determined were, did 
hhe consume alcohol, and did he drive 
in an unsafe, manner, 

Dofendant had admitted in evidence 
that he had consumed a couple of 
cocktails at a party, after which he 
had visited the "Park Hotel, the 
Paramount, the Metropole and’ Del 
Monte, consuming altogether ten 
drinks, the effect of which had been 
made ‘stronger because of the fact 
that they were mixed. He drank 
sufficient to put him in such a con- 
dition that it was unsafe for him to 
@rive a motor ear. ‘There was the 
testimony of the chauffeur of thé 
hire car, who testified that defend- 
ant’s mind seemed to be clear but 
his body was swaying, and the evi- 
donce of Dr, 8, K. Squires, who 
testified that the ‘defendant had a 
slight smell of alcohol, 


“Very Reckless Driving” 

‘As to the question of whether he 
was driving in a reckless manner, he 
was driving at about 45. miles’ an 
hour by his own estimation, After 
‘making calculations as to the dis- 
tance at which it would take a car 
fravelling at this speed to pull up, 
Mr. Bryan sald that the ovidence 
showed that defendant must have 
been doing some very reckle 
@riving at the time, The havildar 
was very seriously injured, and his 
Pony was killed, and his submission 
was that there ‘could be no doubt 
that defendant had consumed alcohol, 
and that he did drive in a reckless 
manner, 

‘Mr, Badoley said that the essentiat 
element of the case was defendant 
alleged inability to drive safely.

fa marvellous recovery. At first, he 
‘was not expected to live, but there

Mr. Badeley then rocapitulated the 
circumstances of the oecurrence, and 
went on to say that there was no 
evidence upon which the defendant 
‘could be convicted of driving under 
the influence of alcohol.

Effect of Prison Sentence 

‘There were many persons, con- 
tinued Mr. Badeley, to whom a sen- 
tance of 20 days imprisonment would 
mean unpleasantness, but nothing 
else, but if they were to sentence 
this young man to imprisonment, 
they were imposing a penalty which 
bore no relation to the sentence, It 
would have an effect that would tast 
for years. The defendant was a 
youth of 24, of good family, and 
possessing no previous criminal roc- 
ord. He was now in the employ- 
‘ment of a good company, and had 
good prospects, "It he’ goes to 
prison," demanded Mr. Badeley,

Mr, Badeloy 
mentioned four charges of driving 
under the influence of alcohol which

Japanese Not Alone to Blame for Smuggling: Lord 
Marley on North China Situation 


London, July 20. 

‘The attitude of representatives ‘of 
British firms in Shanghai was eriti- 
‘elzed by Lord Marley, Chiet Opposi- 
tion Whip, during a’ debate in the 
‘House of Lords to-day on the smug: 
aling situation in North China. They 
could not, he declared, put all the 
Blame on the Japanese for illegal 
and unfair competition causing a de- 
cline in British trade in China. 
Some blame must be put on. the 
shoulders of those representing Brit- 
ish firms in Shanghai, 

‘The dimculty, Tord Marley sug- 
gested, might be solved through the 
League of Nations, If Japanese ag- 
gression continued In China, he con- 
tinued, China would rely on greater 
friendship with Russia in order to 
Tesist aggression, 

Lord Marley "then referred to a 
“very clever earioon” in a recent 
issue, of the “North-China Daily 
News" showing China at work on a 
{elephone connecting “Tokyo. with 

Jn Shanghai, he sald, it was a 
normal thing fo expect the Japanese 
to selze control of the Municipal 
Council, ‘There was readiness among 
the British to accept that. 


Constant Attention 


‘The debate was initiated by Lord 
Peel, formerly Secretary of State for 
India, who said that the situation in 
North China demanded constant at- 
tention, “Detailing the extent of the 
smuggling there, he remarked that 
there had been {wo consignments of 
munitions and armaments, and that 
doubtless drug traffickers ‘were tak- 
ing the opportunity to pour stuff 
info China, 

‘A large’ proportion of this cargo 
was of Japanese manufacture, and 
this had not gone without protest. 
It was not hard {0 foresee the result

fest of the world, ‘The Japanese 
‘seemed to be at loggerheads with

Buchanan, speaking in a loud voice 
‘and with ‘his arms stretched out, ac- 
cused Sir John Simon of lying. ‘The 
Deputy Speaker immediately.” rose, 
‘and sternly asked the “honourable 
member" to withdraw his unpatlin- 
mentary expression, 

Amid constantly increasing tumult, 
Mr, Buchanan refused several oppor- 
{unites to, ‘withdraw his remark, 
after which the Depuly Speaker 
warned Mr. Buchanan that it would 
be his-duty to “name” him to the 
House unless he withdrew his accusa- 
ion, This caused Mr, Buchanan to 
blaze into anger, and, as he again re- 
fused to withdraw his remark, the 
Deputy Speaker “named the honour- 
‘able member for Gorbals."

RADIO PRIEST TO BE

Superior to Support Him If! 
Case Comes Before Pope 


Rome, July 25. 

‘The Most Rev. M. J. Gallagher, 
Bishop of Detroit, informed . the 
[United Press by “telephone | from 
Naples to-day that he would certainly 
‘defend the Rev. Charles E: Coughlin, 
famous “radio priest,” if the leader 
of the National’ Union for Social 
Justice comes up for discussion dur- 
ing the Bishop's visit with Pope 
Plus XI this week. 

“I shall certainly defend him,” 
Bishop Gallagher said. “There is 2 
great fuss “in the United Slates 
because “Father Coughlin is very 
powerful. Some fear he may be 
able to determine the outcome of 
the lection. His being accorded 
such a reception is fully justified in 
view of the fact that he is expound- 
Ing the principles of both Pope Leo 
‘and Pope Pius XI as they have never 
‘been preached before. Father Cough 
lin is merely tolling the truth.” 

Bishop Gallagher also voiced his 
fullest approval of Father Coughlin's 
criticism’ of President Roosevelt's 
‘monetary and industrial policies. 

“Father Coughlin's addresses coin- 
cide perfectly with a priest's mis- 
sion,” Bishop Gallagher asserted. 
“His activities must not be consider- 
ed as political becauso he speaks for 
the public.” 

In 1994 Bishop Gallagher, who, as 
the Bishop of Detroit, is Father 
Coughlin's immediate superior in the 
Catholic ‘Chureh, "defended Father 
Coughlin “during a verbal battle in 
which the Detrolt priest was engaged 
with | William Cardinal” O'Connell, 
Archbishop of Boston.

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VIMY RIDGE 
‘By Kunixos 
July 26, 

To-day the King will unveil the 
Canadian war memorial on Vimy 
Ridge, at the taking of which in 
April, 1017, the Canadian Corps 
won imperishable fame. The 
capture of the ridge was part of| 
the British offensive against the 
Germans which is now known as| 
the battle of Arras, and which, but} 
for the muddling of the high com- 
mand, easy to see so long after the 
event, might have proved one of 
the most decisive engagements of 
the Great War, The offensive was 
timed to precede a greater French 
offensive in the region of the Aisne, 
in the, hope of drawing away Ger- 
man reserves from the place where 
the major attack was to have been 
made according to the plans of 
General Nivelle, the commander- 
inechief of the French army; and it 
would have succeeded in its purpose | 
but for many unnecessary delays| 
which gave the Germans ample 
time to prepare, and but for the 
fact that the French plans were 
Known to the Germans long before- 
hand This leakage had occurred 
in two ways, ‘The first happened 
when the Germans, in the process: 
of straightening out a part of their 
Jine, captured a French trench and. 
found a memorandum outlining the 
scheme of the attack, That gave 
them warning, ‘The second was 
when, on a somewhat similar 
errand, they captured a French 
warrant officer who was carrying! 
‘on his person a more detailed sum- 
mary of the plans, even down to the 
numbers of the divisions to be em- 
ployed in the attack, the objectives, 
the time. ‘The French general staff 
Knew that the Germans knew of| 
their plans, but they omitted te in 
form the British command of this| 
fact, and even concealed it from 
their own Government. Among 
General Nivelle's colleagues there 
‘were many who favoured abandon- 
ing the offensive altogether, since 
the element of surprise had been 
Jost. But General Nivelle would 
listen to no suggestions for a change, 
and the original plans were carried | 
out, with the enemy knowing just 
what to expect and being fully 
prepared to meet it. 

















From a distance, General Nivell 
refusal to change his plans seems 
almost inexplicable. In his war 
memoirs, Mr. David Lloyd George, 
then British Prime Minister, sui 
gests that the French commander 
Inechlet was suffering from an 
obsession engendered by’ the op- 
position he had had to overcome 
from his subordinates and from the 
civilian officials of the Government. 
‘What possessed him (General 
Nivelle) to persist after the secret 
had been given away, and the 
element of surprise upon which he 
relied had completely 
hhe asks, And continues: 
but one answer, ‘These 
fonsives, once they had

‘The offensive had been decided 
upon late in 1916, and from October! 
of that year elaborate preparations| 
—the building of roads, the creation 

» of ammuniton dumps, and the| 
other things that are’ needed to’ 
make ready for modern war—would 
have advertised to the Germans 
that something big was afoot, even| 
if the plans had not been Known, 
‘Throughout this time the Germans 
had been constructing the famous 
Hindenburg line and preparing 
elaborate defences, the trench 
systems being heavily wired. ‘This! 











necessitated a long artillery pre- 
aration to cut the wires, and for 
three weeks the Royal Artillery, as- 
sisted by French batteries, rained’ 
shells on the German _lines,| 
culminating with five days of 
especially heavy _ bombardment | 
which completely destroyed the 
wiring. During this period no 
fewer than 2,700,000 shells were 
fired into the German defences. 
‘The attack was actually launched 
at 5.30 a.m. on April 9, and within 
forty minutes the whole of the 
German first line, with the excep- 
tion of a small part on Vimy ridge, 
‘was in British hands. ‘The offensive 
had been carried out on a frontage 
of fifteen miles, Vimy riige was at 
the extreme north of the dattleficld. 
The ridge is 475 fect above sea 
level and dominated _battlefteld. 
From its summit the ground falls! 
away to the river Scarpe, between | 
which and the river Cojeul it is in 
nature undulating. Its capture was| 
fone of the absolute necessities of| 
the drive, and in the face of a triple| 
Tine of German trenches, the Can-| 
adians carried it magnificently, 
under the command of Lord Byng. 


‘The night before the attack, the 
three-weeks long bombardment’ 
suddenly ceased for three hours, 
and the Canadians preparing for 
their advance at dawn the next 
day marvelled at the silence, having, 
almost forgotten what silence felt 
like through the period when the 
guns never ceased firing for a| 
moment. What the noise must! 
have been like can be imagined’ 
when it is realised that 2,879 guns| 
were engaged, 989 of them being| 
heavy guns. At midnght before the 
attack, however, the bombardment 
was resumed with redoubled frenzy, 
and the last vestiges of the German | 
wiring were destroyed and thelr! 
trenches hammered shapeless. The’ 
foresight of the Germans in digging | 
exceptionally deep dug-outs saved 
them from many casualties, hod 
incidentally caused a Jot of trouble 
for the Canadians the next morn- 
ing. The zero hour for the 
Canadian Corps was 5.14 a.m., just 
as the dawn was breaking on a| 
clear day. For the first time, the 
four divisions that comprised the 
corps went over the top at the 
same time. ‘The most dificult} 
sector was attacked by the Fourth 
Canadian Division on the extreme’ 
left of the line. The immediate| 
objective of this division was the 

‘on the top of the ridge, 
ran into the stiffest sort 
nce in making their way 
towards it. Next to them was the 
‘Third Canadian Division, which had 
a slightly easier time, and, in order, 
came the Second Canadian Division, 
and the First Canadian Divison, 
which found the depth of the enemy’ 
defences in front of them propor- 
tionately shallower and shallower. 
Nevertheless, all the divisions 
reached their objectives. The First 
Division had occupied theirs by 
shortly after 7 am. ‘The Second 
Division had theirs about the same 
time. The Third Divison encoun- 
tered several barriers, and did not! 
get theirs until after'8 a.m. And| 
the Fourth Division, with the 
hardest task of all, did not reach 
the “pimple” until about noon. 

‘The main advance had been made 
under a well laid down creeping 
barrage, but not the advance of 
the Canadians. In their case the 
barrage was lifted at the zero hour 
and laid down again about a 
thousand yards ahead, where it 
played havoc with the German 
artillery, though not at first sufl- 
ciently to prevent them laying down 
counter-barrages over the area the 
Canadians had to cross. In ad- 
dition, the deep German dug-outs 
enabled the enemy to come to the 
surface the moment the barrage 
was raised, and turn machine- 
guns. minnenwerfers, and rifles on 
the advancing men ‘from the im- 
Paired shelter of their trences— 
shelter which was quite  good| 
enough against troops advancing, 
‘over open country. In the face of 
these obstacles the courage of the 
Canadians was remarkable, and it 
says a great deal for the men that 
their objectives were reached in 
every instance, ‘The deep dug- 
outs created another problem. In| 
the usual attack, the second wave 











‘of men would have been entrusted 


with task of “mopping up"—that is 
to say, cleaning up any of the 
‘enemy left behind by the first wave, 
clearing. out the dug-outs, and 
generally finishing the work begun 
by the first wave of men. In the 
case of Vimy ridge, however, the 
German defences were so good, that 
the second wave had to encounter 
and overcome almost as severe a 
resistance as the first, since the 
Germans could come out of their 
deep holes, sct up their machine~ 
guns again, and fight almost as well 
as if they ‘had not been chased 
underground once already by an 
attack which had to be pressed 
forward as quickly as possible. The 
second wave thus had to fight the 
battle all over again and win a 
second victory. 

The- Vimy ridge slopes away 
graduolly on one side, and then 
drops steeply for about two 
hundred fect on the other, down 
which the roads streak. diagonally. 
Thus there is a magnificent view 
from the crest on a fine day. ‘The 
visibility was excellent that morn- 
ing, and when the Canadians 
Feached the crest, they could see a 
long distance ahead and behind. 
Behind, they could see the net 
work of roads centring on Arras. 
Before them they could see the 
Germans retreating, shifting their 
artillery, carting away ammunition, 
and busily preparing to man their 
next lines of defence. All through 
that day the Canadians were forced 
to stay on the ridge, since no guns 
could be brought up into effective 
range fo bombard the new German 
positions. By § pm. the guns had 
arrived, but long before then the 
Germans had completed their with- 
drawal. There is no doubt that the 
delay would not have occurred it 
the commanders on the spot had 
had any say in the matter. They 
could see with their own eyes the 
advantages of pushing on im- 
mediately and keeping the retreat 
ing enemy on the move. But their 
superiors had different ideas, and 
4 great chance of inflicting a really 


crushing defeat was lost. 





‘That the Germans were really 
alarmed by the success of the 
British drive is revealed in. the: 
memoirs of General Ludendorff, 
‘who writes: 


‘The battle of Arras was a bad 
beginning for the decisive struggle 
of ‘this year, ‘The tenth of April 
and the following days were critical, 
‘The consequences of a break: 
through of twelve to fifteen 
kilometres wide and six or more 
kilometres deop are not easy 
to meet. In view of the heavy 
losses in men, guns, ond ammuni- 
tion resulting from ‘such a break 
threugh, colossal efforts are needed 
fo make good the damage. Tt was 
the business of G.H.Q. to provide 
reserves on a large scale, But it 
was absolutely impossible, with the 
troops at our disposal and in view 
‘of the military situation, to have
